Stockton Class IIIb Landfill 

 

The Town of Stockton has submitted a renewal permit application to the Director of the Division of 

Waste Management and Radiation Control.  This landfill will be used exclusively to dispose of 

nonhazardous soil and incidental pipe generated during cleanup activities in the Town of Stockton.  The 

landfill is located approximately ¼ miles east of the Town of Stockton.  The proposed permit application 

has been reviewed and has been determined to be complete and in compliance with the Utah Solid 

Waste Permitting and Management Rules.  The permit allows the Landfill to continue to operate for ten 

years after it has been approved.  The Director of the Division of Waste Management and Radiation 

Control is currently seeking public comment on this draft permit 

 

A 30-day public comment period to receive comments on the draft permit will commence on 

September 22, 2021 and end at 5 p.m. on October 21, 2021.
